oil cake by means of bisulphide of carbon.

Minister of Agriculture and Domains was in 
connection with the proposal to construct a rail- 
way along the Caucasian coast of the Black Sea. A special 
conference held in the autumn of 1901 by the Minister of Agri- 
culture and Domains considered the question of the measures to be 
adopted for the development of the Black Sea littoral, which has 
been depopulated for many years owing to the emigration of 
native Mussulmans. By virtue of a Decree dated 1st March, 
1902, the concession for the construction of the line indicated 
above was granted to the Vladicaucasus Railway Company. It is 
stated that the Minister of Agriculture and Domains, in the course 
of his journey, has had numerous interviews with engineers and

Engines.—Numerous enquiries are being made after engines to 
assist in various kinds of local manufacture on a small scale, and 
there are many other indications of a recognition of the superiority 
of machinery over manual processes. 

Mr. Jamieson adds: —‘‘ It may be as well, however, to state before- 
hand that it will prove of little use to address to H.M. representa- 
tives in China English circulars and illustrated price lists, setting 
forth the merits of machinery of this kind. Ocular demonstration 
of what a machine can do is what pleases the native best, and tends 
to lead ‘to immediate business. A leading firm in Shanghai some 
months ago established a show room in which types of machinery 
are set up, with a small engine to drive them if the customer 
wishes to see the wheels actually go round. The results are said 
to have been beyond expectation, and the example would be well 
worth following.” 


Mr. J. goes on to say a So many things, to tempt the 
. fancy of the native, are imported by those 
ee oa anxious to push trade, that the obvious propriety 
Ppe of endeavouring to supply what the native has 
long been in the habit of using would appear to have been overlooked. 
For instance, has any attempt ever been made to discover whether 
or not it would be profitable to manufacture by machinery hats or 
shoe-uppers for the millions of China? The wealthier classes, as 
elsewhere, go to their own particular hatter or shoemaker, and the 
native of each province in addition affects certain peculiarities in 
the matter of hats and shoes, but there must be a large proportion 
of the population too poor to indulge in fads of this kind, who would 
readily buy the foreign-made article, could it be laid down more 
cheaply than the home-made one. 


“ Has it suggested itself to any one to imitate Chinese table 

. accessories, spoons, wine cups, saucers, and 

a” chop-sticks in electro-plate, or to devise an 

P efficient and acceptable substitute for the long 

ribbon which confines the foot of the Chinese trouser—male and 
female. 


“While in some articles of European origin which have estab- 

Remini ond lished themselves permanently in China, such 

H een as umbrellas, matches, socks, towels, singlets, 

P &c., it would be difficult for us to compete with 

Japan, there would seem to be no reason why, in lamps and 
hardware, we should be cut out by the Continent of Europe. 

“It might not prove remunerative for any individual firm to 
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send out a representative to China to study the local market, but: 
the precedent established by the Blackburn Chamber of Commerce 
of sending out special commissioners, with expert knowledge of 
the trade of their district, might well be adopted.” (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 2,912.)

The “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” (Paris) of 13th inst. pub- 
lishes the text of a letter received by M. Charles 


en Hii, French Commercial Adviser at Sao Paulo, 
Agricultural from the Secretary of the Agricultural, Com- 
Impl magne mercial and Industrial Society of that town, in 
mptements ane which it is stated that the society has decided 
eee: er to establish at Sao Paulo a permanent exhibition 


of agricultural machinery and implements, to 
include also motors and other apparatus for which alcohol is 
employed as the motive power. 

In calling attention to this permanent exhibition, the ‘“‘ Moniteur” 
adds that Brazil already produces a large quantity of alcohol, and 
is able to produce a still larger amount at a very cheap rate, 
whilst she does not rank as a producer of coal and oil. Motors 
and other apparatus utilising this product should thus be assured 
of a great development in that country, more especially in the 
State of Sao Paulo, the richest and most important State of Brazil. 
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Corunna.—The Acting British Consul at Corunna, noticing that 
great numbers of circulars, catalogues, handbills, and even packets 
of firms’ cards are daily addressed to him with a request 
to make known the names in his Consular District, and seeing 
that great possibilities exist of increasing British commerce with 
that district, and that British manufacturers are displaying much 
energy in introducing their goods, makes the following sugges- 
tions :— ‘ 

Catalogues (illustrated preferred), price lists, handbills, &c., 
should all be printed in the Spanish language. The manufacturers 
or merchants should then write to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade for a copy of the lists heretofore 
forwarded by the Consular officers of the district, giving the names 
of firms engaged in different branches of business, with a view to 
‘sending their catalogues to those likely to be interested in their 
goods. In case of need, the Consular officers should be asked for 
the names of any firms making a speciality of the precise class of 
goods catalogued. The catalogues should be sent regularly and 
with steady persistence whether orders be secured or not. 

If it were found that business resulted, an agent should be 
selected to promote trade with the interior, and also to safeguard 
the firms’ interests as to payments, &c. 

Before appointing the agent a representative of good appearance 
and manners (these qualifications are most essential to success with 
the Spanish merchants), speaking Spanish fluently, should be sent 
out to study on the spot, the subjects which may be of interest to 
the firm. 


Brest.—In a despatch recently received at the Foreign Office, 
H.M. Consul at Brest states that all advertisements and price lists 
intended for circulation in France should be printed in French 
with French weights and measures and money values, whereas, 
with few exceptions, they are invariably in English with English 
weights and measures, which nobody in France understands. 

The Consul continues:—“I have recently received a circular 
from the ‘ Decimal Association,’ and I can only say that after some 
17 years experience of commercial business in France, I am con- 
vinced that were their proposals carried out as regards the adoption 
of metric weights and measures, and I would add the decimal 
system of coinage, it would go farther to remove the existing 
impediments to an increase of international commerce than 
perhaps anything else. 

“In these days of telephones and tapes, commercial people 
cannot afford the time to reduce the complicated anomalies of the 
British system to their own more simple and workable methods of 
calculation, and I believe that the persistent adherence to our 
methods of centuries ago is most prejudicial to British commercial

interests. The best proof of this is that those countries who 
recognise the necessities for change in various localities in which 
they trade, for example, the Germans, Russians, and Americans, 
are increasing their trade enormously.” 


Port Said.—In a recent despatch to the Foreign Office, H.M. 
Consul at Port Said states that too much stress cannot be laid .on 
the importance of all price lists for foreign buyers being based on 
the metric system of weights and measures. © A price list by itself 
is better than nothing, though much practical good may not result 
from it. What is required is the presence of British commercial 
travellers. 

H.M. Consul adds :—“ Indeed it would appear that as a general 
rule our success in gaining, holding, or losing our trade in any 
particular class of goods directly depends on enterprise in sending 
commercial travellers with specimens of wares (in addition to price 
lists), or on our neglect to do so.” 


China.—In his recent report to the Foreign Office on the trade of 
China (Annual Series, No. 2,912), H.M. Commercial Attaché at 
Shanghai, in giving some suggestions for the extension of British 
trade in that country, calls attention to a Bill then before the 
Senate of the United States, providing for the erection and 
maintenance in Shanghai of a building, to be used as a per- 
manent exhibition of American manufactures and raw materials, 
and the proposition was receiving very cordial support. The total 
cost was not to exceed 275,000 dols. (55,000/.), and it was antici- 
pated that the undertaking would pay for itself. 

While doubting if these expectations will be at once realised, 
Mr. Jamieson says that the idea is an excellent one. By every 
mail importers receive samples of goods, which it is thought will 
suit the local market, but the clientéle thus reached is necessarily 
a limited one, whereas a permanent exhibition would come 
prominently before the public, and would most likely prove a 
great attraction tu intending purchasers. 

With regard to the question of learning the Chinese language, 
H.M. Commercial Attaché remarks that it is true that classes for 
the study of Chinese have been instituted in the United Kingdom, 
which in course of time will doubtless turn out good Chinese 
scholars, who will ‘at the same time prove capable men of business. 
But more might be done on the spot. Principals should afford 
facilities for learning the language to young men, who are likely 
to interest themselves in the country, and with regard to whose 
qualifications in other respects they have satisfied themselves. No 
firm can afford to maintain purely ornamental interpreters. 

The difficulties of acquiring a working knowledge of colloquial 
Chinese have been exaggerated. The gradual opening up of the 
interior, too, to which all look forward so anxiously, will necessi-

tate the training of a staff of young men, who will be able to 
protect their employers’ interest in places where English is not 
known, and where to trust to the average English speaking 
Chinese interpreter would, in nine cases out of ten, be disastrous. 
This policy, it is said, has been tried with conspicuous success. 
At least two large British trading associations—entirely uncon- 
nected with the importation of munitions or vessels of war—have 
employed Chinese speaking agents to travel about the country, 
and to judge by the consequent extension of business, must have 
reason to congratulate themselves on their pioneering enterprise.

The trade with Nepal is far the largest on the frontier, re- 
presenting practically nine-tenths of the whole frontier trade. 
Much of this trade is carried by rail to and from several localities 
in and near the Terai, whence is imported the rice and paddy 
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which form the principal import from Nepal into Bengal. In 
consequence of the partial failure of the crops and high prices in 
Nepal, of the prohibition of exports owing to apprehended 
scarcity in the State, and to a smaller demand in British 
territory as a result of the cessation of scarcity, the imports 
of food-grains declined, most of the decline being in rice 
and paddy. There was an improvement in the trade in 
all the other important articies imported, namely, cattle, jute, 
hides and skins, and oilseeds; but, on the whole, there was a 
decline in the aggregate value of the trade, due mainly to the 
restriction of the grain trade. There was also a somewhat larger 
decline in the export trade, spread over several articles, but none 
presenting any special significance. In the trade in cotton yarn 
and woven goods, representing about two-fifths of the whole trade, 
there was a small increase. 

There was some improvement in the trade with Tibet, but 
though it exceeded that of last year, it remained below that of 
1899-1900, in which year the exports of textiles and metals to 
Tibet were relatively active. The conditions which limit trade 
with Tibet continue unmodified in any appreciable degree. 

The trade with Sikkim and Bhutan, though better than in the 
preceding year, is still on a very restricted scale. There are no 
special features in the trade with Sikkim calling for remark, but 
it may be noted that it has been ascertained that trade with this 
State has been passing unregistered through an unrecognised 
route, and a new registration station has been established in the 
Darjeeling district for its registration from 1st April, 1902. The 
increase in the trade with Bhutan is due to the development of 
the importation of oranges, a suggestive illustration of the creation 
of trade by the facilities offered for transport by the construction 
of railways. 

The aggregate value of the trade in merchandise which passed 
across the frontier declined by Rs. 10°66 lakhs, or 3:5 per cent. ; 
the decline was limited to the trade with Nepal.

Article 1.—The State hereby accords to the establishments which 
prepare or export frozen or chilled meat, exemption from the import 
duties corresponding to the machinery, construction materials, and 
pieces of replacement, intended for the land installation and floating 
material necessary for the preparation and exportation of the meat. 

Article 2.—Frozen or chilled meats are hereby exempted from 
export duties for a term of five years dating from the promulgation 
of this Law (17th October 1902). 

Article 3.—At the termination of the said five years they shall 
pay, on exportation, a specific duty of 16 cents per 100 kilogrammes 
for a minimum term of three years and until further legislative 
resolution. 

Article 4.—The establishments claiming the benefit of this Law 
must previously present for the approval of the Executive an 
inventory of the materials and machinery referred to in Article 1. 

Article 5.—The exemptions accorded by this Law do not include 
the additional licenses (duties) created by the Law of 7th November, 
1899, with assignment to the construction of the Port of Montevideo, 
and to the payment of which the establishments referred to in the 
preceding Articles remain subject.

The Maximum Tariff shall be applied to the imports from 
countries in which the duties on the introduction of any one of the 
said Dominican products shall exceed 40 per cent. of their value, 
or in which their introduction may be prohibited. 

1. The Colonies of a nation, as also the various entities which 
constitute a Confederation or State, shall be considered, in the 
meaning of this Decree, as entitled to the same treatment as the 
State or Nation to which they may belong, although they may not 
impose import duties on the Dominician products mentioned in 
Art. 2, or may impose such duties in a less proportion than the 
State or Nation of which they form a part or to which they may 
belong. 

§ 2 The products which may come from any country shall be 
considered as the products of that country, unless it should be well- 
known that such merchandise is not the product of the agriculture 
or industry of the said country, or in cases where the special marks 
which the articles may bear, or other clear and precise indications 
may determine their origin beyond any doubt. 

Article 4.—The collection of duties under this Decree on 
merchandise imported from countries in which duties are imposed 
on Dominican products amounting to more than 20 per cent. of 
their value, shall be regulated as follows :-— 

Four months after the promulgation of this Decree, the Minimum

Tariff, plus 10 per cent. of the augmentation imposed by the 
Decree, shall be collected. 

Six months after the said promulgation, 30 per cent. shall be 
collected. 

Ten months afterwards, 70 per cent. shall be collected. 

At the end of one year, the duties under the Decree shall be 
imposed in full. 

Article 5.—In the case of nations with which Reciprocity Treaties 
may be celebrated, the stipulations of the said treaties shall take 
the place of the prescriptions of this Decree.

DETENTION OF Goops FoR FREIGHT. 

Goods landed and placed in the custody of the Board may be 
detained for freight, demurrage, or charges, for which a lien is 
claimed, on due notice being given to the Board, in writing, by 
the Master or Agent of the vessel, or other person interested in 
such freight, demurrage, or charges. 

The Board may, if they deem it necessary, require from such 
Master or Agent, or other person interested, an indemnity in 
respect of the detention of the goods, or any. legal charges and 
expenses connected therewith. Goods detained as above will not 
be delivered until the “stop” has been removed, or until the 
amount claimed has been deposited with the Board. 


RUSSIA. 


According to the “ Journal de St. Pétersbourg” of the 21st ult./3rd 
Explorations in inst., the Warnek expedition, which has been 
Sie Bison See, exploring the maritime route to Siberia through 

the Arctic Ocean, has recently returned to 

St. Petersburg. It is said that the expedition has been able to 

make a survey of the banks of the Kara Sea from the Yougorski- 

Schar to the River Kara. In exploring the Vaigatch Channel 

between the islands of New Siberia and Vaigatch, a bay has been 

discovered where vessels would be able to winter in entire safety. 

This discovery is of great importance in regard to the future of 

navigation in these regions of the extreme north. Moreover, the 

expedition has proved that the great depths shown on maps of the 

Kara Sea are inaccurate. 

Captain Warnek has also measured the depth of the Petchora 

Channel. It is said that the exploration of the Kara Sea will be 

continued next year, and will probably last for two years.

By these 
trains direct communication will be established with Stockholm, 
Trondhjem, and presumably with St. Petersburg, as well as with 
Christiania. The charge for gocds, passengers, &c., will be based 
on the Swedish Tariff. The ore trains will be separate and distinct, 
and will run every day, but it is stated that shipments of ore will 
not commence until the New Year, the quays being far from 
ready. A temporary wooden pier is expected to be ready by the 
New Year. In the meantime the ore will be stacked at Narvik.

With reference to the article which was published at p. 441 of the 
tn tinte Board of Trade Journal” for 6th March last 
at Galveston,  "especting the development of Galveston (Texas), 
H.M. Consul at that port, in a despatch dated 
30th ult., states that the preliminary survey of the line of the 
brush dyke which is to be constructed to preserve and protect the 
30 ft. channel to be dredged through Galveston Harbour has lately 
been made by the United States Engineer’s Department. 

The contract for constructing the dyke and dredging the channel 
has, it is understood, been awarded, and the contractors are bound 
to commence work within 30 days of receiving notice from the 
United States Engineer in charge, and to complete the contract 
within five months from starting. 

The dyke is to be a little over four miles in length and is to 
extend some 13,000 ft. in an easterly direction. It is to be con- 
structed of sheet piling and brush, and will serve the purpose of 
confining the channel and of greatly aiding the scouring process 
set up by the action of the tide. About 200,000 linear feet of piling 
and 1,200 cords of brush are estimated to be required. 

H.M. Consul adds that the deepening and widening of the 
channel in front of the wharves at Galveston is a matter of the 
greatest importance to that port, and it is confidently hoped that 
the steps now being taken to carry out this object will result in a 
large addition to the sea-borne business of the place. 


MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


CANADA. 
The “Canadian Gazette” (London) of 20th inst. quotes from an 
. Alberta newspaper, which draws attention to 
prey te cc the coal deposits of the district of Northern 
Aibete. Alberta. It is stated that the first geological 
surveyors to visit the Upper Saskatchewan 


called the outcroppings of coal which they found along the river 
lignite, and reported that it was not suitable for fuel. It is 
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evident, says the local paper, that their examination of the deposits 
was very superficial, for experience has shown that they consist of 
a bituminous coal that can hardly be surpassed anywhere as fuel. 

The extent of the deposits can only be conjectured, but there is 
evidence that the supply is practically inexhaustible. Up to the 
present no deep digging for coal has been tried, and what the 
depths of earth contain is yet a secret. Wherever the streams, 
which abound in Northern Alberta, cut their deep channels through 
the level country, strata of coal are found cropping from the 
banks. The coal seams are found as near the surface as 40 ft., 
and as far below as the drill has been sunk, say 100 ft. below the 
bed of the Saskatchewan, or at least 300 ft. below the level of the 
country, the strata vary in thickness from 18 in. to 10 ft., 
the deeper-lying seams. producing harder and better coal than 
those nearer the surface. 

Most of the mines that have been opened in the vicinity of 
Edmonton and Strathcona contain seams from 3 ft. to 4 ft. thick. 
All coal mining in that district to date has been by drifting into 
the river and creek banks, thus tapping the seams with the least 
cost and labour possible, taking only the coal which is most 
accessible. Practically no capital has yet been invested in coal 
mining, and the diggings are mostly of a temporary character.

Speaking generally, the Acting Warden of Mines writes as 
follows with regard to the gold mining industry of Pahang :— 


“‘ Divers opinions have been expressed with regard to the future 
of reef gold mining of Pahang, many of them adverse. I venture 
to think that all decided opinions are premature. No reef gold 
mine in the country has yet sunk 500 feet below the surface, conse- 
quently no mine has yet been proved in depth. Apart from this, 
the country is covered with heavy jungle and soil, consequently 
outcrops are dificult to locate, and the want of adequate 
transport facilities and communications add to the difficulties of 
the prospector. Existing mines have for the most part been opened 
up where natives have worked years before the Europeans set foot 
in the country. Deep gold mining in Pahang is still in its infancy, 
and neither in prospecting nor in actual mining has sufficient work 
yet been done to justify any conclusive opinion. In the meantime, 
the result of work done by the various companies mining the Raub 
reefs is distinctly encouraging. Greater facilities for transport 
will doubtless come in due time; meanwhile these mines have 
water power available, and the surrounding jungle provides a well- 
nigh inexhaustible supply of timber well suited both for under-: 
ground and surface use.” 


“A great deal has been said, but nothing done, in the matter 
of dredging. Gold is to be found in the river sands of the upper 
waters of the Pahang river, and there would appear to be no 
reason why a careful examination of the river sands should not 
give results which would justify the working of dredgers in this 

{It is somewhat astonishing to see the manner in which the 
alluvial gold has been hitherto neglected by the mining companies, 
considering that it is probable that the greater proportion of the 
gold won in early days in Pahang, which gave Pahang its reputa- 
tion as a gold-producing country, came from these deposits where 
gold occurs in places not only as nuggets but as dust in the 
surface soil. This appears to be impregnated with gold in the 
same manner as is much of the surface soil of the Kinta district in 
Perak with tin-ore.”

“The Malays of the interior depend, to a great extent, on these 
deposits, and when all else fails and they are compelled to seek 
other work, they wash sufficient gold to support themselves and 
their families.” 

“Tt is probable that many of the deposits in Pahang are 
peculiarly adapted for the system of mining known as ‘hydraulic,’ 
which, for many reasons, should be encouraged. It can, I think, 
be carried on without damage to property or rivers, and has the 
merit, in the absence of efficient labour, of not requiring so much 
as the ordinary system of open mines.”

The writer of the letter referred to above goes on to say: ‘‘ The 
Americans have an advantage over us in the matter of freight, 
equivalent to 3s. 8d. per lb. The quantity of wool pressed into 
40 cubic feet, for shipment, varies somewhat, but if 2,000 Ibs. of 
sheep’s wool be taken as an approximation it will be found not to 
be far wrong. 

“ Rates of freight to New York via Suez have ranged during 
the past 18 months between 1/. 5s. and 11. 10s. per ton of 40 cubic 
feet, while the ‘conference’ rate to London has been constant at 
2l. 5s.. Therefore the extreme difference in favour of New York is 
11. per 2,000 Ibs., or not quite 3d. per Ib. 

* On the other hand, wool imported into the United States, 
has to pay a duty of 4 gold c. (1°97d.) per lb., so that, as a matter 
of fact, the British importer can lay his wool down 1-°82d. per lb.

possession of a most excellent quality of cotton, 
superior in staple to most Indian cottons, much whiter in colour, 
and much cleaner; as a consequence the cotton spins with less 
waste, and produces a much brighter and cleaner yarn than does 
the Indian cotton. 

Cheaper coal is another factor in China’s favour; moreover, 
generally speaking, the climate of Shanghai is better suited to 
spinning than is the Indian climate. 

The chief disadvantage suffered by China as compared with 
India is the cost of labour.

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FRANCE-IVORY COAST. 


The “ Dépéche Coloniale” of 10th ult. states that, according to 
statistics recently received, the economic 
Trade in 1901. _ situation of the Ivory Coast during the year 
1901 has been as unsatisfactory as that of 
French Guinea, and, moreover, the condition arises from the same 
origin, viz., the depression in the caoutchouc trade. 
In 1901 the value of the total trade of the Ivory Coast amounted 
to 14,828,696 francs (593,000/.), a decrease as compared with the 
preceding year of 3,526,766 francs (133,000/.). This decrease is 
almost entirely due to a diminution in the trade with foreign 
countries. 
The following table shows the value of the trade in each of the

The principal articles of import in 1901 were metal manu- 
factures (1,684,201 francs), piece-goods (1,671,929 francs), and 
beverages (941,510 francs). As compared with 1900 the imports 
of each of these items show a decrease, piece-goods in that year 
being exported to the value of 2,725,000 francs, a falling-off in 
1901 of 1,053,071 francs. The chief articles of export in 1901 
were oils and vegetable juices (4,559,113 francs), timber (964,981 
francs), and fruits and seeds (508,376 francs). As compared with 
1900, caoutchouc shows a decrease of 1,652,000 francs, and timber 
also shows an important reduction. asm

: form of a contract, granted by the Mexican 
Government to Messrs. Santa Cruz and Ollivier for the purpose of 
exploiting for ten years the mother-of-pearl to be found from the 
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mouth of the Rio Colorado South to the Port of Manzanillo and on 
the shores of the islands in the Gulf of California known as 
Tiburon, San Esteban, San Pedro Martir, and San Pedro Nolasco. 
The concessionaires are also allowed, during the same period, to 
exploit the sheep and goats, phosphates and sulphates which exist 
on the islands of the Revillagigedo Archipelago in the Pacific 
Ocean, and also within a zone extending ten kilometres (six miles) 
round the coast of the last mentioned islands to exploit the fish, 
shell fish, and whales, the islands referred to being: Socorro, San 
Benedicto, Roca Partida and Clarion, as well as the oysters to be 
found on the last mentioned. 

The concessionaires are obliged to respect previously established 
fishing rights, especially those of small fishermen. By Article 4 
the concessionaires will pay in rent as follows :—1 dol. for every 
ton of fish or shell-fish, 10 dols. for every ton of mother-of-pearl, 
3 dols. for every ton of whale oil, 2 dols. for every ton of ordinary 
turtle, and 50 dols. for every ton of the Eretmochelys Imbricata 
producing tortoise-shell, 10 cents annually for each head of cattle 
given pasture on national lands within the zone, 50 cents annually 
for every hectare (2°471 acres) of national lands cultivated, 20 
cents per ton of oyster shell, and 50 cents per ton of phosphates 
and sulphates which they will work, 50 cents for each sheep or 
goat utilised, besides an annual fixed sum of 400 dols. 

They must construct within three years a factory or packing 
house to tin, or otherwise preserve, the produce of their fisheries. 
They may build the same free of any charge on any national land 
within the zone of their concession. They will have to begin 
work within one year from the date of the present contract, and 
must contribute 12,000 dols. annually towards the expenses of 
Government inspection. 

It is interesting to note that among other reasons the contract 
will become void by paragraph 7 of Article 17 “for having given 
over the concession or having admitted into partnership any 
foreign Government or agent of such Government,” but by 
Article 20 the concessionaires and the company which they may 
form shall always be considered as Mexican even if one or all of 
its members were foreigners, and will in all cases be subject to the 
Courts of Law of Mexico. They cannot ever claim under the 
contract any rights in International Law, neither will they be 
allowed to make any appeal to any foreign Diplomatic Agent. 

The same number of the .“‘ Diario” contains another concession 
of a similar nature granted to Mr. R. Gilbert for prawn, lobster 
and sponge fishing off the coast of Yucatan, between te Cangrejo 
and Punta Flor.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 


posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 


which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- — 


quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
upon commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Traie, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it ig the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899 ; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects. of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs ; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Regulations;
